Not many people can say 
they were hit by a car in the 
afternoon, then went to the 
movies that night. 

But Dorothy E. Neumann, 12, 
of 470 W. Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard, can. 

Dorothy was struck and 
knocked to the pavement late 
Monday afternoon as she was 
crossing Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard in front of Reece 5 and 
10 in the downtown business 
district. Police said she was 
walking in the crosswalk when 
hit. 

Police identified the driver 
of the car as David E. Muller, 
27, of 221 Vista Circle Drive. 
Officers quoted him as saying 
that he did not see the girl 
until she was a third of the 
way across the street. 

“I put on my brakes but was 
unable to stop before hitting 
her,” Mr. Muller said.

Mr. Freeland said once the 
pump is pulled out of the well, 
the casing can be repaired and 
the offending gravel “blown 
out” with an air lift. 

The inoperative well is one 
of three the city has. In ad¬ 
dition to these, Sierra Madre’s 
domestic water originates from 
two tunnels, extending approx¬ 
imately 700 feet into the moun¬ 
tains near the Little Santa 
Anita Flood Control Dam. Mr. 
Freeland said the tunnels yield 
95,000 cubic feet of water every 
24 hours during this time of 
the year.

Sierra Madre Heavy Mortarmen and other members of the 
40th Infantry Division are “legally” in Korea, U.S. Senators Wil¬ 
liam F. Knowland and Richard Nixon announced this week. 

In a joint statement issued by the solons, they said "nothing 
in the terms of enlistment can legally prevent this division 
serving in Korea.” The state¬ 
ment was in answer to letters 
of protest from wives, mothers, 
or friends of the former 
Guardsmen. 

The announcement says: 

Sometime ago, following the 
receipt of a number of letters 
from the wives, mothers, or 
friends of members of the 40th 
Division protesting the possible 
move of this Division from oc¬ 
cupation duty in Japan to Ko¬ 
rea, Senators Knowland and 
Nixon held a conference with 
officials of the Department of 
the Army. The Senators felt 
it was important to develop 
the facts because of the appar¬ 
ent misunderstanding in the 
minds of some of those corre¬ 
spondents. 

The position of the Depart¬ 
ment is that nothing in the 
terms of the enlistment of these 
Guardsmen can legally, pre¬ 
vent this Division serving in 
Korea. The question of em¬ 
ployment of National Guard 
units when ordered into active 
Federal service was determin¬ 
ed by the Congress with the 
passage of the National De¬ 
fense Act of 1920. Under au¬ 
thority contained in this Act, 
when a Guard unit is ordered 
into Federal service it becomes 
an integral part of the Army 
and is subject to employment 
in the same manner as Regu¬ 
lar units in accordance with 
requirements of the military 
situation. The Department of 
the Army, therefore, contends 
that as members of the armed 
forces of the United States, 
the 40th Division and its per¬ 
sonnel are subject to assign¬ 
ment to any duty, including 
combat duty. 

By tradition and by law, the 
National Guard is part of the 
country’s first line of defense 
and can be assigned whereve- 
the President may direct. Al¬ 
though it is to be regretted 
that men who are veterans of 
World War II in this Division 
were called upon again to take 
part in our country’s defense 
because of lack of adequate 
trained forces immediately | 
available, there is no viola¬ 
tion of the rights of these 
Guardsmen who voluntarily 
joined for a specified number 
of years. Many other Califor¬ 
nians who were in organized 
or other Reserve units were 
called back a second time. The 
45th Division, a National 
Guard unit from Oklahoma, is 
also in Korea. 

There have been statements 
made that verbal promises 
were made by certain recruit¬ 
ing officers to the effect that 
members of the National Guard 
would not be assigned to duty 
outside the continental limits

of the United States. If that 
is true it is to be regretted, 
because obviously they could 
not supersede the provisions of 
law and no one had the author¬ 
ity to make any such state¬ 
ment. 


Each individual member of 
the 40th Division will be re¬ 
turned to the United States as 
his enlistment contract ex¬ 
pires. Many of the members 
of this Division at present are 
draftees from various states 
only now beginning their per¬ 
iod of military service. There 
are also included in this Di¬ 
vision guardsmen and reserv¬ 
ists who have many months 
left on their extended enlist¬ 
ments. It is, therefore, under¬ 
standable that the present plan 
of the Department of Defense 
does not contemplate the re¬ 
turn of the Division to the 
United States at this time.

“Free speech is for free people,” declares Gerald W. John¬ 
son in his distinguished book, THESE AMERICAN ’ PEOPLE. 
This is one of the books sponsored by the American Library 
Association’s 75th anniversary committee, implementing the adult 
discussion programs all over the country, on The American 
Heritage Project. Mr. Johnson 
is an experienced publicist, a 
mature analyst of political af¬ 
fairs, and a student of Ameri¬ 
can history. He thinks that 
to be American is more than 
being American! One may be 
an "American” through the ac¬ 
cident of birth. But to be truly 
American requires understand¬ 
ing, effort and especially cour¬ 
age. 

There is a note of challenge 
throughout the book—a chal¬ 
lenge to all Americans. 

Mr. Johnson advises the 
reader to consider the wisdom, 
the foresight and the courage 
shown by the writers of the 
Declaration of Independence, 
and the framers of the Consti¬ 
tution. He points out how 
wisely the founding fathers 
met the problems involving 
free speech, free enterprise, free 
assembly, freedom of consci¬ 
ence, thought, religion and 
state’s rights. Then he sug¬ 
gests consideration of how 
wisely or unwisely, the ever- 
recurring problems have been 
met by successive generations. 

The book is designed to 
reach a large audience; it is 
written directly and simply, and 
is not only a stimulating and 
refreshing book for the indi¬ 
vidual reader, but is an excel¬ 
lent starting point for discus¬ 
sion groups. 

A companion book—LIVING 
IDEAS IN AMERICA—by Henry 
Steele Commager, is a treasury 
of basic documents, edited by 
this famous historian.

Emotional Disturbances 
Cause Constipation 

In resuming this column 
again following a holiday and 
mid-winter recess, we shall 
endeavor to carry on with our 
discussion of the causes of 
constipation. In the December 
13th column the subject cov¬ 
ered common bad diets which 
cause constipation. Today we 
come to our third cause of con¬ 
stipation, namely, mental and 
emotional conditions, many of 
which go back to earliest child¬ 
hood. When bowel training is 
begun too early and is con¬ 
sequently forced it leaves in¬ 
delible impressions of confu¬ 
sion and frustration on the 
nervous mechanisms governing 
that function. 

Probably the most common 
nervous state which causes 
constipation is that of excite¬ 
ment such as being late to 
work, preoccupation with wor¬ 
ry or side-tracking routine 
habits as in traveling, all of 
which cause one to skip their 
usual habit-time for bowel 
emptying. Even the most reg¬ 
ular person can soon develop 
an obstinate case of constipa¬ 
tion by skipping habit-time 
when under special stress or 
through carelessness. 

Next week we will discuss 
obstructions to the alimentary 
canal.

EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the first in a series of articles 
which will be published in the NEWS, to assist tax¬ 
payers in the preparation of their Federal income tax 
returns. Information in this and subsequent articles in 
the series is provided by Robert A. Riddell, Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the Sixth District of California.) 

Most persons who filed income tax returns last year have 
received blank returns for 1951 through the mail. Additional 
copies, or copies of other forms, may be obtained at the office 
of the Collector in this vicinity, which is located at 115 S. Los 
Robles, Pasadena. There are th 
income received in 1951. Doubt¬ 
less one will be better than 
the others in each particular 
case. 

Form 1040-A is the simplified 
form, and is easiest of the 
three to use. A minimum of 
information is required, all 
withholding statements (Form 
W-2) are attached to the re¬ 
turn, it is signed, and mailed 
to the Collector, who computes 
the tax. If a sum is due in 
addition to withholding credits, 
a bill is sent. If withholdings 
overpay the tax obligation, a 
refund is received.

However, use of Form 1040-A 
is strictly limited, 
used if gross income < 

1951 was less than §5,000.00, 
and consisted entirely of wages 
reported on withholding state¬ 
ments, with one exception: in¬ 
cluded in the total may be not 
more than $100.00 of income 
from wages not subject to 
withholding, dividends and in¬ 
terest. If a husband and wife, 
residing in California, are both 
employed, they must file joint¬ 
ly if they use this simplified 
form; and their combined gross 
income must be less than 
$5,000.00. 

Form 1040 may be used by 
any taxpayer, regardless of 
source or amount of income. A 
husband and wife may file 
jointly or separately, as they 
see fit. If adjusted gross in¬ 
come shown on the return is 
less than $5,000.00, the tax may 
be determined by reference to 
the tax tables on the last page 
of the return. This is the short 
method of using Form 1040. 
However, if the total of non¬ 
business deductions to which a 
taxpayer is entitled is more 
than ten percent of adjusted 
gross income, it will probably 
be to his advantage to use 
the long Form 1040, even 
though adjusted gross income 
is less than $5,000.00. 

The person who determines 
his tax by the tax tables does 
not itemize his non-business 
deductions. He automatically 
receives credit for deductions 
in a sum which is approxi¬ 
mately ten percent of his ad¬ 
justed gross income. In select¬ 
ing the income bracket which 
indicates his tax, if this meth¬ 
od is used, care should be ex¬ 
ercised to choose the proper 
column. This is determined by 
finding the proper wage brack¬ 
et first; and, second, by se¬ 
lecting the column which gives 
credit for the proper number of 
exemptions to which the tax¬ 
payer is entitled.

There are two ways to do 
this, explained Colonel Morri¬ 
son. One is to request that the

cepted that angle parking is 
an accident breeder as com¬ 
pared with parallel parking.” 
Angle parking also is less de¬ 
sirable “in the interest of traf¬ 
fic movement,” it was noted. 

(Editor’s note: The Sierra 
Madre Businessmen’s Associa¬ 
tion recently submitted a let¬ 
ter to the council asking that 
angle parking be retained.) 

The survey report continued 
that “if parallel parking were 
substituted for angle parking 
... it is estimated that the 
amount of curb space which 
now provides 137 angle spaces 
would provide only 80 parallel 
spaces for a net loss of 57 park¬ 
ing stalls. 

“Based on an average turn¬ 
over of 7.5 vehicles per space 
per day in the angle stalls, 428 
vehicles would have to be pro¬ 
vided for off-street or on side 
streets,” the traffic engineers 
reported. "It would appear pos¬ 
sible that the 57 lost curb stalls 
could be conveniently provid¬ 
ed in a clofee-in,* off-street lot 
or series of smaller lots.” 

Concerning one-hour parking 
limits, the study said its “tab¬ 
ulated findings clearly show 
that the two-hour curb zone 
and the fringe no-limit blocks 
are operating above the theo¬ 
retical minimums.” 

A total of 1294 vehicles were 
observed parking in the two- 
hour spaces which at the the¬ 
oretical minimum would hold 
960 cars if each space were oc¬ 
cupied by a car the full legal 
time, then replaced immediate¬ 
ly by another car. 

“It, therefore, is indicated 
that consideration of a one- 
hour zone would be justified 
... as such a zone would be 
in accordance with the park¬ 
ing habits and would only ad¬ 
versely affect those who ‘stor¬ 
age park’ at the expense of 
others,” the report said.
